ON "CHESSMAN BEFORE 

John F. Harbeson has been designing 
and collecting chessmen for over fort) 
years. In January, I%4, his collection 
of “Mine Centuries of Chessmen' was 
exhibited at the Philadelphia Museum 
of Art and part of his collection has 
been given to that Museum. 

Mr. Harbeson’s talk on "Chessmen 
before and after Columbus.” promises 
to be a very unusual and exciting one 
even for non-chess playing members. 
This Philadelphia architect is among 
the select group of noted modern chess 
designers. He has made chessmen that 
are assemblages of buttons and tooth- 
paste caps, hardware and cigar wrap- 
pings. His extraordinary designs are 
among the 150 other sets and parts of 
sets he has collected. 

“My son and l once decided to play 
with every one of my sets,’ Mr. Harbe- 
son said. “Well, we got halfway through 
and gave up. He couldn’t concentrate on 
the game because the pieces were dis- 
tracting him.” 

Mr. Harboon’s work reflects the 
spirit of artist Marcel Duchamp who 
gave up art in 1923 to play chess and 
so inspired and won lor the world an

abundance of artist-designed chess sets. 
The 80-year old master strategist of the 
chessboard has, consciously or unconsci- 
ously. moved other artists, wood pushers 
all. to design sets. 

A graduate in Architecture of the 
University of Pennsylvania, Mr. Harbe- 
son was a teacher of Architectural De- 
sign there and Chairman of the Depart- 
ment. He was a partner of the late Paul 
Cret. He was Consulting Architect to the 
Architect of the U. S. Capitol and to 
the American Battle Monuments Com- 
mission. The renovation of the Senate 
and House Chambers of the Capitol and 
the design for the Li. S. War Memorial 
at Omaha Beach are his work, as is the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Congressional 
Train.
